Jerome educators get 
tough on lousy students

JEROME - A lot of nitpicking will go 
on in the Jerome School District this 
year. 

School officials will send your child 
home - repeatedly, if nccussary - if he 
has head lice. And if the problem 
bccomus chronic, thuy'll turn you in for 
child ncdcct if tlic student is not back in 
school - louse-free - after ttvo days. 

“This has been a problem for us for a 
long lime, as it has for a lot of districts,” 


Superintendent Jim Cobble said. “We 
will not allow children to return to school . 
if they’re still infested with lice.” 
According to the new “no nit” policy 
approved by the School Board this sum- 
mer, parcnis.will be required to personal- 
ly rcttim lico-infcstcd children to school 
after both tlie student and die home ore 
treated. Mom or Dad must bring evi- 
dence that the child lio.s been treated for 
lice, and the youngster must be diccked 
by a sdiool district employee for nits.

The tour, which began June 30, 
attracted adults and adolescents, 
the youngest being 13 years old. ’nie 
demonstrators also visited Los 
Angeles, Boston and Chicago, where 
(hey protested in front of Playboy 
magazine's headquarters.

Head lice are insects that live in liie 
hair, eyebrows ami eyelashes.

combs, bnishes, Iuls, clothes, sheets and 
liedding. 

Infestations arc so severe in some 
school systems - up to 10 percent of tlw 
student population that adminisiraton 
sometimes luivc tumcHl to the child-wel- 
hire system for help, Kvale said. 

“If students ore al»cni for any length 
of lime because they have head lice, 
they’re not learning and it's costing the 
school district money," she said. 

But controlling head lice isn't getting 
any easier, Kvnlc said. “Some lice arc 
Itecoming resistant to shampoos.” 

Kvtile, wlio ivorks with most south-om- 
trul Idaho school districts, said head-licc 
‘'mfestatldhs raise tensions among staff, 
faculty and students. “It’s so frustrating 
for parents who are conscientious about 
liead lice, but ivhosc children go to class 
witli students whose parents aren’t as 
careful,"

Justice won’t prosecute FBI over Ruby Ridge

. WASHINGTON — Federal 
prosecutors, concluding a contro- 
versial two-year investigation, 
said Friday they had found insuf- 
ficient evidence to prosecute for- 
-mer Deputy FBI Director Larry 
A. Potts or his deputy Danny 0. 
Coulson on criminal charges for 
their role in the bloody 1992 
shootout in Ruby Ridge, Idaho. 

In announcing that no criminal 
action would be taken against 
Potts, Coulson or two losver-ronk- 
ing FBI officials over the inci- 
dent, in which the wife of an anti- 
government activist was killed, 
the Justice Department said its 
internal watchdog unit would rec- 
ommend whether administrative 
sanctions, including firing the 
officials, are svarranted. 

But the force of any discipli- 
nary action remained in question, 
because both Potts and Coulson, 
who have been on paid leave for 
two years, arc expected to retire 
soon, according to colleagues. 
Nevertheless, Michael E. 
Shaheen Jr., head of the depart- 
ment's Office of Professional 
Responsibility, said he hoped to 


wrap up the 
disciplinary 
probe in a 
few weeks. 

Their 
“retirement 
dates had 
nothing to do 
with this,” 
said Michael 
R. Stiles, the 
U.S. attorney 
who headed 
the investigation and whose rec- 
ommendation was approved by 
Attorney General Janet Reno.

DENVER (AP) — A judge 
Friday rejected Terry Nichols’ 
request to move his trial for the 
Oklahoma City bombing, saying 
an impartial jury could be found 
in Denver, where Nichols’ code* 
femiant was convicted and sen- 
tenced to death. 

Nichols’ attorneys had suggest- 
ed San Francisco for dte trial, 
scheduled to be^ Sept. 29, con- 
tending media coverage of 
Timothy McVeigh’s trial preclud- 
ed Nichols from finding an unbi- 
ased jury here. 

The argument is contrary to 
the court's experience in jury 
selection in the trial of Mr. 


McVeigh,” U.S. District Judge 
Richard Matsch wrote. 

'Matsch also denied a change of 
venue motion from McVeigh’s 
attorneys. “The court denied a 
motion to delay that trial and 
expressed confidence that a fair- 
minded jury could be selected ... 
that confidence was not mis- 
placed." 

“The same procedures, with 
appropriate modifications, will 
be followed in juiy selection for 
the trial of Mr. Nichols,” the 
judge said. 

A jury in June found McVci^i 
guilty in the 1995 bombing, 
which killed 1C8 people.

Sofdomy case renews

NEW YORK (AP) — A plum- 
meting crime rate has .sent New 
York City’s reputation soaring, 
along with the political fortunes 
of Mayor Rudolph Giuliani. 

But a vicious attack on a 
Haitian immigrant — who says 
he was sodomized with a toilet 
plunger in a police-station hntli- 
room — has brought renewed 
criticism that the department 
and die mayor have ignored alle- 
gations of brutality in the nink-s, 
especially agaiast minorities. 

The victim, Abner Louima, 30. 
said officers culled him "stupid 
nigger” and invoked the mayor's 
name during the attack, saying, 
“It’s Giuliani time." 

One officer, Justin Volpe, 25, 
has been charged witli sodomiz- 
ing and lieating Louima. Another, 
diaries Sliwarz, was indicted 
Friday, bur authorities did not 
release the charges against him. 

A police source ivho spoke on 
condition of anonyinity, however, 
said Shwarz is .suspected of hold- 
ing down Louima during tlie 
attack. 

Sliwarz, 31. was one of 11 offi- 
cers who were pulled off active 
duty, stripped of their guns and 
badges, after Saturday’s attack 
became public. Several others 
cops who were in the 70lh Pre- 
cinct stacionlioiLsu at tlie time are 
under investigaifon. Tlie precinct 
commander lias been transferred. 

Tlie mayor and police brass 
who have ordered a .swift and 
sweeping Internal Affairs Bureau 
investigation say (he attack is an 
ubernuiiiii that has outraged (he 
38.000K)fficer force. Indeed, off!- 
ciaLs said anutiier officer provid- 
ed information that led to 
Shwarz’s indictment. 

Also Friday, investigators 
began sctxiping out neigliborliood 
storm sewers outside the Brook- 
lyn.staiionhouse — presumably 
searching for tlie plunger.

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Computer sellers feel strike’s effects 


NEW YORK — The UJ*S strike is start- 
ing to hurt an inciustrs' that has IxKimcti in 
recent years on fast, clieap delivery. 

Not pizza, live loltsters or fresh flowery 
But computers. Computer companies 
that sell directly to customers by mail are 
feeling the strain and may be forced to 
raise prices if the strike drags on. 

By charging 10 percent to 20 percent 
-loss-for-computers than tiuurjavaLs. these, 
companies have t>ecome industry leaders 


in sales growth in rccertt years, stealing 
customers from larger PC sellers such as 
No. I Compaq Computer. 

So far. Gateway 2000 Inc., Dell 
Computer Corp. and other major direct 
sellers of computers insist they arc holding 
up. Shipi^g a computer to customers may 
take ordy a few days longer than before in 
some areas, and the prices the companies 
charge — the cheapest in the business — 
arc holding steady. 

_ . Bujt_ihe_direct sellers are preserving 
their cost-cutting reputation at a price. 


UPS is the lot^est-cost of the rapid-deliv- 
ery carriers, and stsitching to FedEx and 
other alicmativcs has forced PC sellers to 
ssvallow the higher shipping expense, cut- 
ting into profits. 

The Teamsters and UPS arc back talk- 
ing. but if those talks fail and the strike 
continues another month or two, the high- 
er expense may force PC sellers to pass on 
higher prices to consumers. 

In the meantime, spending more doesn’t 
mean the package get there on dme. 
Fed^ and other delivery services trying 


to handle the overflow business have 
dropped guarantees on overnight and 
other fast delivery, turned atvay new cus- 
tomers or put limits on how much freight 
they tvill accept. 

“Just because some other means of 
tiansportarion is able to move this stuff is 
like saying ^cause airlines arc shut down 
we can all drive around in cars and buses,” 
said Saiish Jindel, owner of S.J. Consulting 
Group in Pittsburgh, which follows the 
Please see STRIKE.

The drop, which sent the Dow to 7,694.66, 
wiped out last montii's exhilaration over top- 
ping the 8,000 mark and every recorded 
plunge except the 508-point lUack Monday 
crash of Oct. 19, 1987. 

The selloff capped a dizzying seven-day 
decline of 565 points, or almost 7 percent, 
from the rarefied heiglu of 8,259.31 reached 
Aug. 6.

Bur at 3.1 percent, Friday’s decline — 
prompted largely hy computer selling pro- 
graras and fears that the bull market has over- 
valued stocks — pales in comparison with the 
22.6 percent frecfall in 1987. 

Investors viewed the plunge as the correc- 
tion — or part of the correction — many have 
been waiting for. 

"Thi-S is a bit of a pause after a hell of a 
run,” .said William M. Lefevre, senior market 
analyst at Ehrenknintz King Nussbauzn.

Japan commemorates the 
day is watched closely hy China, 
South Korea and other countries 
where anger over Japan's brutali- 
ty during the war remains intense. 

This year, as in years past, 
Emperor ;Vdhito presided uver a 
snlwnn ceremony at the Budokan 
hall, an auditorium adorned with 
a wall of yellow chrysamhemums. 

In a som^r speech, he expressed 
“deep sadness” for the lives that 
were lost in the war. 

Prime Minister Ryutaro Ha.sJtl- 
moto, wearing formal mourning 
cloches, said Japan felt ’’deep 
remorse” about the war, but 
avoided a direct apology to 
Japan's victims. 

The war “caused tremendous 
suffering and sorrow not only in 
our country but also to peoples of 
many countries. cspecuUy those 
in A^” tloshimoto said. 

The noon ceremony coincided 
with the moment on Aug 15, 1945, 
when Akihito's father, Hirohito, 
w«ee on the radio to announce 
that Japan was surrendering

Prime \Iinister Inder 
Kumar Cujral said in an often 
stem independence day address 
to the nadon from New DdhL 
Before the hourlong speech, 
fighter jets etched streams of saf- 
fron, white and green — the col- 
ors of the Indian flag — across a 


sky lit by tlic early morning sun. 

Helicopters dropped rose pet;il.s 
on the crowd of 10,000, gaihurvd 
at the sandstone headquaners of 
the countiy’s former Mogul nilers. 
At the end of die ceremony, 7,000 
schoolchildren sang the national 
iinthem, waving paper flags. 

Gujral evoked Gandhi’s experi- 
ments in peaceful rc.sis(nnce — 
which forced the British colonial- 
ists out of India in 1947 — in urg- 
ing Indiaas (a refuse to engage in 
bribery, despite the hardships 
that might entail. 

India is widely considered one 
of Che world's most corrupi cinm- 
cries, and foreign investors sny 
the demand for bribes at every 
turn has held up its frue-market 
reforms.

There is no requirement to 
remove the nitrogen oxides color- 
ing the plume emitted from the 
main stack at INEEL’s Idaho 
Chemical Processing Plant. But 
proposed' regulations would 
require the removal of other harm- 
ful chemicals in the plume, engi- 
neer Jim Law said. 

In<he process, the oxides of 
nitrogen - and the colorful plume - 
would be removed. 


Under a 1995 agreement with 
Gov. Phil Bait, the federal govern- 
ment has started treating some of 
the remaining liquid, high-level 
waste stored in underground tanks 
by turning it into a dry, granular 
form. 

The facility was shut down for 
maintenance in November 1993 
and wa.s restarted on June 17. The 
proce.ss releases oxides of nitrogen 
and the orange plume rising from 
the Chemical Plant stack. 

The nitrous oxide your dentist 
uses is one of several oxides of 
nitrogcii also responsible for the 
orange smoke as well as the brown 
color of smog and contributes a 
small percentage to acid rain. 

About 2 million gallons of corro- 


sive, radioactive liquid is stored in 
11 stainless steel underground 
tanks at the Chemical Plant. But 
about l.S million gallons contains 
sodium and cannot be readily 
processed. 

The dry-granular .solid, which 
resembles laundry detergent, is 
more stable and manageable than 
the liquid. The granules, still hoi 
from the radiation they emit, arc 
stored in stainless steel bins inside 
concrete bunkers. 

Critics have praised die govern- 
ment for doing something to make 
the waste safer without having to 
transport it somewlierc.

“This neighbor lady over here says 
they've gotten bold enough to defend 
their position agaimtt people," he said, 
standing near the house Friday.

Commissioner Emmett Brollicr last 
month tried to exorcise the smelly ras- 
cals by drilling holes through the floor 
and dropping dilorine tablets and water 
into their lair, Prescott said. 

Brollicr’s chemical assault worked at 
first, he said, but days later the skunks 
redaimed Uie house. 

Faced with a final showdmvn, Prescott 
Friday called out federal muscle - 
USDA Wildlife Services trapper Mark 
Griffith of Jerome. 

Nobody knows for sure how many 
skunks arc under the house, Griffith 
said as he and Prescott set three traps 
bailed with sardines. Tlie group proba- 
bly is a motlier skunk and her groiving 
brood. 

Griffith will check the traps each day 
before dawn. He plans to give the 
skunks a one-way ride to the desert, 
where tliey can live among more toler- 
ant neigiibors.

Curfew, substance abuse offenses 
on Gooding School Board agenda

GOODING - Making curfew 
violations an offense carrying an 
automatic five-day school suspen- 
sion and six-month suspension 
from extracurricular activities 
was on the table before the 
Gooding School Board. 

Tite board gave its support to a 
proposal that would establish a 
curfew and set consequences. 
That proposal now will be 
reviewed by the Idaho State 
Board Association, which asked 
school boards to send their pro- 
posals for consideration in time 
for its state meeting. 

The curfew proposal would be 
specific to the Gooding District. 

In addition, the board reviewed 
for the first time a drug and alco- 
hol proposal presented by local 
rcsicicnt Sharon Siefert, a mem- 
ber of a task force addressing 
community problems; Magistrate 
Judge Kevin Cassidy and Judge 

I John_Varin,_who .mostly hears_ 

juvenile cases. In the proposal, 
tobacco, all forms of drugs and 
alcohol use will be considered a 
violation for students. A six-month 
suspension for a violation could 
be reduced only if a student 
shows the board that he or she is 
taking steps to get help for sub- 
stance-abuse problems. 

After input from district staff 
and one more reading, the school 
board will decide whether to 


accept the proposal. 

In other business; 

• An audit report showed the 
school is in good standing, 
Superintendent Henry Kilmer 
said. There is an adequate cash 
carry over and the board has 
been frugal with the money, he 
added. 

• The food service department 
is doing well in part because of a 
contract with a private company 
for ala cane items. It may be nec- 
essary; however, to raise the 
price of lunches in the future, 
said board member Craig 
Muchow, but the board was 
reluctant to do so at this time. 

• The board also put limits on 
the number of out-of-district stu- 
dents it trill accept. 

A limit of 22 out-of-district stu- 
dents will be allowed in kinder- 
garten through second grade; 25 
students will allowed in third to 
fifth grade; no special education 
students trill be accepted; and in 
grades six through 12 out-of-dis- 
_trict students,wiiLbc_bascd.on a 
per-class basis. 

• The fate of the Frahm prop- 
erty also was revisited by the 
board. The bids for the oui^ase 
of the property arriveirsignifi- 
cantly under the appraisal 
amount, consequently all bids 
were rejected. Negotiations are 
still under way between tlie dis- 
tria and Gooding County, inter- 
ested in purchasing the property. 

• The board approved a safety 


busing route to be used to bus 
children from a part of town 
wlicre they might otherwise have 
to cross a canal and busy Main 
Street if they were walking. 

• Kilmer also announced that 
tcaclicr Mary Kren was honored 
with the Family Consumer 
Sciences Award for the State of 
Idaho. 

• The board approved the hir- 
ing of Blake Thomson as the 
Middle School industrial arts 
in-structor and Jane Calzacorta as 
a kindergarten aide and accept- 
ed the resignation of migrant aid 
Tina Canchola, who's going to tlie 
College of Southern Idaho. 

• The board approved an ease- 
ment to Gooding County along 
the Frahm school property to 
bury a fiber optic cable two feet 
in the ground.

• A state accreditation team 
will visit the district Oct. 8-12. 
Students will leave school early 
on Oct. 8 so the team can talk 
with staff members.

Sun Valley hikes KART budget

SUN VALLEY - With an eye 
on helping the Elkhom Resort, 
the City Council increased its 
1997-98 budget for the KART 
free bus service by 518,500. 

“Elkhorn is on the upswing,” 
said Joiin Korpi, general manag- 
er of the resort. “We don’t want 
to lose our momentum and have 
to tell guests they must ride a 45- 
minuic loop througli Sun Valley 
to reach Kctchum,” 

Korpi said the resort has 
increased its business 40 percent 
during the summer, and hopes 
to grow even more in the coming 
winter season. The resort came 
under new ownership in Septem- 
ber 1996 but faced a slow win- 
ter. 

This year KART - tlie free bus 
taking riders to the Bald Moun- 
tain Ski Area and into the Kctch- 
um business district - had talked 
about cutting the number of 
buses running to Elkhom Resort. 

Sun Valley City Council mem- 
bers and the mayor agreed Elk- 
horn needed the support, and 


voted Thursday to increase its 
annual aJlotment to KART from 
S25O,0OO toS268,500. 

Korpi said he was pleased irith 
the vote. Now, a KART bus 
swings through Elkhom every 20 
minutes. Tlie increase means the 
city irill dip into its contingency 
funds, but council members 
decided supporting the Elkhom 
Resort was worth tlie money. 

Tlie city has a $145,492 contin- 
gency reserve for the coming 
year. 

The general fund total stands 
at S2.49 million. 

The police department budget 
increased from $654,450 in 1996- 
97 to $672,620 for 1997-98, and 
the fire department added a full- 
time engineer, hiking that bud- 
get from $329,904 in 1996-97 to 
$370,165 for 1997-98. 

Tlie city has a 1997-98 budget 
of $395,536 for road improve- 
ments in the final year of a $6.5 
million road bond issue passed 
by Sun Valley residents in 1995. 
In summer 1998, residents will 
sec improvements along Elkliom 
Road and several subdivision 
roads, said Robert Van Nort, city 


administrator. Van Nort said 
once the bond funds expire, the 
city expects to maintain its 
streets and roads from the regu- 
lar budget 

The 1997-98 budget allows 
$50,000 for attorney fees and 
consultants for the upcoming 
Wood River Medical Center Sun 
Valley Campus iiospital merger. 
Van Nort said having St Luke’s 
Regional Medical Center take 
over running the hospital will 
save the city money in attorney 
fees, liability insurance and 
other expenses. A new hospital 
facility should be constructed 
south of Kctchum by the year 
2000. 

In other budgetary items, the 
vcouncil allocated $206,000 to the 
Sun Vallcy-Ketchum Chamber of 
(Commerce for expanded market- 
ing of the Sun Valley resort to 
national and international 
tourists. 

Chamber Executive Director 
Carol Waller thanked the council 
for giving the chamber the 
amount it requested to increase 
Sun Valley’s visibility around the 
globe.

DMV lacked alarm system due to tight budget

T\VIN FALLS - A tight budget 
kept an alarm system out of the 
Department of Motor Vehicles' 
new quarters. 

It hadn't been installed when 
burglars hit the department 
twice in two days, taking more 
than $20,000 of .sensitive equip- 
ment - everything needed to 
make state-issued driver’s licens- 
es and identification cards. Most 
of the equipment was stolen on 
the second burglary, what Twin- 
Falls police believe was the bur- 
glars’ return trip. 

_ The thcft.meant banks, busi- 
nesses and police potentially bad 
■ to face hundreds of fake driver’s 
' licenses, although investigators 
say few were probably made. 

• Twin Falls police said they got 
' calls from bankers and many 
businesses asking about how to 
spot false identification. 

Twin Falls County had moved 
the depanmem into the old Job 
Service building at 260 Fourth 
Ave. N. in May, 

Commissioners budgeted morc- 
than S2S.000 for the project, said 
Twin Falls County Sheriff Wayne 


Tousicy, and not enougli was left 
for tile $5,000 to SG.OOO needed 
for a building alarm system. 

“When the county decided to 
put tlic building there, a security 
contractor came out, and actually 
let a bid,” Tousicy said. “But 
when tile remodel was done, I 
didn't have enougli money in my 
budget.” 

Tousley said he and commis- 
sioners anticipated paying for the 
system in the upcoming budget. 
After the burglary, Tousley and 
commissioners dug enough 
money out of the budget to pay 
for a system, which is being 
installed. 

Two suspects in the burglaries 
arc being held in California on 
other charges. Twin Falls police 
say they have recovered all of the 
equipment. 

The first burglary was about 
• 4:30 a.m. July 28, Tousley said. 
Twin Falls police reports say bur- 
glars meticulously removed a 
place glass window from an out- 
side door frame, then smashed a 
door window in an interior office 
where the equipment was locked 
up. 

From the inside office, they 
took a laminating machine, about 


100 plastic card .lamination cov- 
ers, and duplicates of issued dri- 
ver’s licenses and county identifi- 
cation cards, a report said. 

‘‘In my opinion, the first bur- 
glary felt like they were testing if 
there was an alarm nr burglary 
system in the'building,” Tousley 
said. “Sometiiing may have 
scared them off." 

Tlte next niglit, burglars didn't 
bother with tidiness. They threw 
a rock through an e.xterior win- 
dow, and smashed tiie interior 
office door frame to get past the 
dead bolt, the report sjiid. 

Tliis time they took all the rest 
of the equipment: the camera, 
film, griiuer, blanks for licenses - _ 
even the blue photo backdrop 
doth, a police reports .said. 

The burglars were fairly metic- 
ulous about wlial they cook, the 
police repon said, noting power 
lines unplugged, not cut, and spe- 
dfic equipment taken. 

"Obviously, they knew what 
items they needed. They took 
what they needed to get. It was a 
smash-and-grab, but they knew 
what to grab,” said Twin Falls 
police detective Dan Lewin. 

“Who would have anticipated 
tliem coming back?” Tousley said. 


Counties operate DMV offices 
for the state. The state owns 
some of the equipment and man- 
ages the statewide- network of 
license information, Tousley 
said. 

The state sets some security 
guidelines for county offices, 
Tousley said. For instance, the 
cameras and equipment, license 
blanks and. drivel's tests must be 
locked up in a secure room each 
niglit, be said. 

Security was less of an issue 
wlien the office was in tiie county 
courthouse, Tousley said. Patrol 
deputies are in and out of the 
courthouse during the night, 

Security of the new office was_ 
a concern, because license-rnak- 
ing gear has been targeted 
before, elsewhere in tlic state, 
Tousicy said. 

“It’s on a corridor, with our 
cars going back and forth, and 
the city police patroiing,” 
Tousley said. “We really didn’t 
figure .security would be a prob- 
lem. We’re certainly just. as vul- 
nerable as anyone else."

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Morality 
boycotts can’t 
defeat media 
millions 

Imagine mysiirprtse, as I sat tvaiching a 
Disney video about a little deer named 
Bambi, with a wee child by the name of 
Linzie by my side, to read in a newspaper 
that the Southern Baptists had asked all 
its members to boycott the enterprise 
known as Disney. 

Kazaam! 

No more videos. Slay away from 
Mickey, Minnie and Goofy. Don’t wear T* 
shirts mth piaurcs of spotted puppies. No 
fair having a -vacation romp at Disneyland 
or Disney World. It’s all over for the little 
critters that have filled Disney films over 
the years and then, in the best capitalistic 
sense, been turned int^merchandising 
icons all'ovcr the v.-o'rId.' 




All of the adults in the Southern Baptist 
Convention got together in June and 
decided Disney stuff was destructive to 
the morals of the nation. A boycott was 
called, and the adults decided to deprive 
their children of Disney merchandise 
before their morality withered a>vay. 

I wonder, did anyone ask the kids? Did 
any of those adults get doHTi on one knee 
and try to ^lain why the Disney videos 
had hidden in the attic? Did anyone 
ask why somebody went through the kid's 
^vorite clothing and removed anything 
with Disney critters? Did anyone ask the 
kids if Thumper had threatened their 
moral sense? 

Of course not. The Southern Baptists 
want children to lead the crusade for 
morality! <u)d that’s the way it's going to 
be. 

The Southern Baptists, of course, really 
aren’t against Thumper and the gang. 
They’re against' recent Disney movie pro- 
ductions, such as "Priest," which shows 
homosexual Catholic priests in kissing 
scenes. And they complain that Disney 
has become too "gay-friendly" because 
the company offers health insurance to 
partners of gay men and lesbians. 

Incidentally, I have not seen the movie 
‘‘Priest," and 1 would guess many 
Southern Baptuu have not plunked down 
their hard-earned oish to sec priests kiss- 
ing. Nor, for that matter, would they 
spend money to sec gay Protestant clergy 
involved in such intimate moments. 

^Vhat the Southern Baptists have done 
is rcaa to the current moral climate. They 
arc reminding people in the media that 
certain people do not enjoy watching peo- 
ple of the some sex moke love. And they 
arc protesting the policy that treats homo- 
sexual couples exactly like heterosexual 
couples. 

Some may say Disney is simply trying to 
treat gay couples fairly. Funher, Disney 
supporters may believe that what those 
couples do in their bedrooms should not 
affect how the company deals with their 
health insurance coverage. All the 
Southern Baptists arc saying is: Wc don’t 
like the policy, and wc will not treat 
homosexual couples that way in our 
church. 

They have a right to say that, even a 
responsibility, and their only weapon is to 
sting Disney in the wallet. 

That has been religion's response to 
moral issues for many years. Religious peo- 
ple, after all, reacted negatively to Elvis 
gyrating on “The Ed Sullivan Show” 40 
years ago, and the uproar caused the cam- 
eras to zoom in on his mouth rather than 
his hips — at least for a few weeks. 

That may not have saved Christianity, 
but it fulfiUcd religion’s mandate to react 
to the moral drift of a society, whether for 
good or bad. At each stage of our moral 
^allcnge — movies, television, 24-hour 
sports entertainment, casinos and betting 
on animal races — religion has reacted 
with statements, protests, boycotts and 
pickets. ’ 

The problem with those measures is, 
they don’t work over the long haul. 
Eventually a religion’s resolve weakens m 
it faces these media giants and their bil- 
lions. 

This boycott certainly won’t work, 
because sooner or later, the children wUl 
find the videos in the attic and they’ll dig 
back into their closets and find their 
favorite T-shirt with the Dalmatians run- 
ning across the front. 

And one day you will find them mes- 
merized in front of the television cheering 
on Thumper and the gang. Some days you 
can’t win.

T win falls - He’s been stationed 
in PoAama once, Honduras twice. 
He's completed the Army's jungle 
training, and he's jumped with the S£id 
Airborne.

The Rev. Mark Browne tells people he 
docs everything a "real soldier" docs, 
except carry a weapon. 

He is an Army chaplain. 

On duty for God, Browne is pastor of 
the Eastsidc Southern Baptist Church in 
Twin Falls. On duty for the Army AND 
for God, he’s a chaplain with the 2nd 
Battalion, llSth Cavalry (not Calvary) 
Brigade in Idaho. 

He’s never really off duty. 

"1 have 600 to 800 soldiers I minister 
to," said Browne, tvho just finished ttvo 
weeks annual training with the Army 
National Guard near Boise. “I visit tliem 
at their locations at different times 
throughout the year." 

During last month’s stint at summer 
camp, Brotvne and his assistant, who is 
LOS, conducted 29 field (worship) ser- 
vices and traveled 2,000 miles in 
Browne’s Army-issued Hummer vehicle. 

“Sometimes wc worked from 5 a.m. to 
midnight," he said. 

Chaplain Browne - also known as 
Major Browne - spent 16 years in the 


military and served as an Amy infantry 
platoon leader before he decided to ^ 
to seminary. His dad was a full colonel 
in the infanoy. 

He sees no conflia between guns and 
Bibles. 

“1 believe a Christian has a duty to 
defend his country if called upon," said 
Browne, who has been an Army chap- 
lain for the past nine years, "but Fve 
processed a few out with convictions 
otherwise.” 

Browne is endorsed and certified by 
his Southern Baptist denomination, 
which rcf|uircs that chaplains clock in 
two years of pastoral service after semi- 
nary. 

^ch branch of the military has its 
own chaplains, with nunibcrs continual- 
ly varying, and each religious dcnomiim- 
tion sponsors a cenoin number of them.

CLEVELAND — It’s a sure bet that 
there’s a Bible in every room of this par- 
ticular hotel 

The Radisson that will open next year 
in the heart of the bom-again Gateway 
neighborhood is one of — if not the only 
— ^urch-built hotel in the country. 

The United Church of Christ says the 
hotel will serve two purposes — to 
advance the rebirth of a neighborhood 
that already is undergoing an impres- 
sive transformation, and to save the 
church some money and frustration in 
finding housing for the thousands of 
people who travel here each year to visit 
its headquarters. 

The 143-room hotel will have a sccu- 
lar-namc arid secular management 
under a company run by former 
Cleveland Indians second baseman 
Vern Fuller. But its operating plon 
includes the UCC’s hopes and prayt^. 

Leaders of the 1.5-milIion member 
church regularly prayed about the plan 
before deciding to invest $11 millian, 
says tho Rev. Robert P. Noble Jr., the 
project’s coordinator. 

Church officials became convinced 
that building a hotel adjacent to its 
national headquarters in tho Gateway 
neighborhood would speak volumes

Pray for wife, but also get her help 


DEAR DR. GRAHAM: I am 
very conccmcd about my wife, and 
I don’t know what to do. She scons 
to be very depressed, even to the 
point that some mornings she 
won’t even get out of bed. I pray 
and pray for her, but she do^'i 
get any better. TVhat should I do?- 
■J-F. 

• DEAR J.F.: God knows all 
about her situation, and I want to 
assure you that He is even more 
concerned about her than you 
arc, because He loves her. The 
Bible says, I have loved you 
with an everlasting love" 
(Jeremiah 313). 

Continue to pray for her — but 
pray nisn that He will lead you to 
the help she needs. Let me urge 



you to make your doctor aware of 
her condidon. Depression can have 
many different causes, including 
chemical imbalances or defiden- 
des in the body. These often can 
be overcome with mcdicadoos — 
which may be God’s way of help- 
ing her. Your doctor also may want 
to refer her to a specialized profes- 
sional (such as a psychiatrist), if 


that is advisable. 

Don't assume she tvill automati- 
cally get better without help. One 
thing 1 have noticed about people 
who ore seriously depressed is ttet 
they often find it very hard to 
moke decisions on their-own. They 
may need someone to intervene 
and coax them into getting help. 
The Bible tcUs us to ’nany co^ 
other’s burdens” (Galatians 62). 

May this also be a time when 
you both grotv closer to Christ. 
Even when we feet He is far away. 
He is present irith us if we have 
pven our lives to Him. No matter 
your situation, “The eternal God is 
your refuge, and underneath are 
the everlasting arms ..." 
(Deuteronomy 3327).

Denomination head used 
church money for house 
payment, newspaper says 


ST. PETERSBURG. Fla. (AP) 
— The head of the nation’s 
largest black denomination made 
at least $90,000 of the down pay* 
inent on an exclusive svaterfront 
home with church money, the St. 
Petersburg Times reported 
Thursday. 

The Rev. Henry J. Lyons, presi- 
dent of the National Baptist , 
Convention USA, has denied 
using any money from the 8.5 
million-member church to buy 
the $700,000 home. His tsife was 
accused bf'setting fixe to the 
home after learning he owned it 
with another ^voman. 

Other denomination officials 
said Lyons did not have permis- 
sion to spend church money on 
his own real estate deals. 

“That is a no-no,” said the Rev. 
Fred Crouther, chairman of the 
convention’s finance and budget 
committee. 

— The-newspaperreponed that — 
Lyons obtained a $455,000 mon- 
gage from World Savings and 
Loan after telling the lender the 
house would be used to entenain 
■'dignitarics.’Hc also furnished a 
lease agreement listing himself 
as landlord and the National 
Baptist Convention as a tenant 
who would pay $4,000 a month. 

The lease bears the signatures 
of two Baptist Convention lead- 
ers. One told the newspaper he 
never heard of the document, 
and the other did not return 
cilk. Authorities are looking into

In a statement oh July 11, 
Lyons said: “There has never 
been any money taken from this 
church or from the National 
Baptist Convention to secure the 
loan on the house.” He has not 
commented publicly on the mat- 
ter since. 

Grady Irvin, Lyons’ attorney, 
declined to comment Wednesday 
on use of money frortr church' 
accounts. However, Lyons has 
told members of his churdi that 
Bernice V. Edwards, the convict- 
ed. embezzler from Milwaukee 
■v.1th'whom‘he owns'tho housc-r 
supplied the money for it. 

On July 6, Lyons’ wife alleged- 
ly set fire to the liou.se. She told 
authorities that she had discov- 
ered her husband owmed it along 
with Edwards and they were hav- 
ing an affair. She later said the 
fire was an accident and she 
believed her husband had been 
faithful.

Restitution helps fuel Jewish 
revival, but may fan prejudice 


KRAKOW. Poland (AP) — 
With the fond eye of memory, 
Rafael Scharf traces the land- 
scape of his youth in the Krakow 
neighborhood of Kazimicrz: 
prayer house here, Torah study 
hall there, streets echoing with 
tlie voices of 60,000 jesvs. 

The vibrant community of 
shopkeepers and scholars, chil- 
dren and parents, was silenced 
by Nazi deportations, murder 
and postwar flight to Israel, the 
United Stales and elsewhere. 
Today, only about 200 people 
in Krakow call themselves 
Jews. 

Most of the hundreds of syna- 
gogues, prayer houses, schools 
and social service centers of 
Scharfs childhood still stand, but 
long ago they were confiscated 
by die Nazis and then by commu- 
nists. 

Little by little, tliougli, new life 
is returning to the old country. 
Across Eastern Europe, Jews — 
some backed by new legislation 
— arc reclaiming lost property. 

The Jewish quarter of 
Kazimicrz has been revived, but 
less for the benefit of local jews 
than for tourists and entrepre- 
neurs banking on the neighbor- 
hood’s erstwhile fame as a 
Jewish center. 

Half a century after the 
Holocaust and several years- after 
the fall of communism, the 
region from Poland to Bulgaria 
has no more than 175,000 jews. 
Poland alone once had 3.5 mil- 
lion. Scharf left Krakow in 1938. 

Considering the sparse Jewisit 
population, the opportunity for 
Jews to recover hundreds of 
properties raises troubling ques- 
tions. 

“To whom sliould the propeny 
be ^ven?" asked Scharf, an 82- . 
year-old writer now living in 
London. “And for what pur- 
pose?” 

Anti'Jewish sentiments are 
largely in cljcck in the region, but 
never far below the surface. How 
far can restitution go before it 
spurs new anti-Semitism? 

Jews aren’t the only ones 


seeking lost property. Across 
Eastern Europe, governments, 
religious and social organiza- 
tions, and individuals are grap- 
pling with the issue of restitu- 
tion for property confiscated by 
communists. 

Jews soy regained communal 
property could be u.scd to house 
revitalized Jewish institutions or 
rented for income to help pay 
teachers in Jewish schools, pur- 
chase books for libraries, or buy 
paints and clay for an work- 
shops in Jewisli community cen- 
ters. 

Already, Budapest is home to 
a gleaming new Jewish commu- 
nity center, Balini House. 
Krakow’s Center for Jewish 
Culture, in a light-filled, reno- 
vated prayer house, sponsors 
lectures, e.xhibits and ah annual 
summer academy run jointly 
with U.S. universities. 

But much of the tentative 
rebirth that has occurred so far 
has been funded with foreign 
money. But that, too, has its 
price. Some of the region’s 
jewish leaders think outside 
organizations, led by the 
JerusaItJm-based World jewish 
Restitution Organization, or 
WJRO, arc pushing too hard on 
restitution and other issues, and 
risk a backlash.

based on recent studies and anecdotal 
information, the bottom line is this: On 
averaKC, women are still making less 
monej", IcadiiiK smaller conKreptions and 
being tracked more often into “service- 
related” jobs than are their male counter- 
parts. 

That doesn't mean the scene hasn't 
changed during the past decade or so. 'Hie 
’ stained glass ceiling has i)ecome someiliing 
a little more hole-y. Some women are pass- 


ing throiigli or around old barriers; others 
lag iHihind — either Ix-cau-se of resistance 
within their denomination or l>y their owm 
choice. 

The Rev. Robin Valdez is the interim 
pastor at First i’reshyicrian Church in 
Lewisville. She was ordained eight years 
ago and has pastured at two smaller 
churches in Texas. Now she’s looking 
around the country for another pcmianeni 
jxisition. 

“Many limes, people have not even 
heard a woman preach iK-fore,” she Siiid. “I 
think the struggle is for women in the 
workplace, period. You feel you have to 
work twice as luu'd for not as much moncy- 
But 'your skin gets kind of hard and you 


kmnv you've lx;en called to do it.” 

Some women arc finding themselves in 
powerful positions that would have been 
closed to them not so long ago. A Reform 
temple in Virginia recently chose a woman 
as its 'religious leader. In Dallas, a woman 
sen-es ns a district superintendent for the 
United Methodist Church, supervising 49 
churdies in the city. 

For some faiths — such as Orthodox 
Judai.sm, Islam and Roman Catholicism — 
women in the clergy is not an is.me. Tliey 
don't have any. Other denominations — 
sucii as the Episcopal and Southern Baptist 
churches — arc still roiled with debates 
iiver the proper pastoral role of women. 

Last month, professors at Harford 


Seminary in Connecticut conducted a 
study in *vhich they looked at 1994 num- 
bers from 16 Protcsiaht denominations; 
their findings include: 

• Clergywomen’s jobs differ from men's. 
Women “remain significantly ... underem- 
ployed relative to men. Women arc more 
likely to be part-time, to leave parish min- 
istry and to be in specialized ministries.” 

• Women cam, on average, SS,000 less a 
year than their male counterparts. 
“Women only earn. 9f percent of the 
salaries of men working for the same hours 
within the same denominadon in the same- 
sized churcli." 

Individual denominations have done 
their o;vn studies on women in the pulpit: 


• The United Church of Christ had the 
highest percentage of women pastors. 

• The Evangelical Lutheran Church of 
America discovered that, in 1994, female 
clergy were almost four times as likely as 
men to be "on leave from call." 

• The Presbyterian Church (U£A.) dis- 
covered that, among pastors ordained since 
1970, the women arc older than the men. 

•The United Methodist Church has more 
ordained women than any other denomina- 
don. But a Methodist study showed that 
out of 1,200 churches with a membership 
of 1,000 or more, less than 2 percent are 
led by women and none of the 81 churches 
with more “than 3,000 members are led by 
elergywomea
